The Charge of Judge Crawford Upon 
This Question—Something to be Con- 
sidered After the Battle. = 
The subject of illegal voting in Georgia is 
attracting considerable attention, not only 
‘n the state, but throughout the country. 
The press of the state gave such prominence 
to reports of the baying and selling of 
votes. and the bribing of voters with 
“whisky and other eatables,”’ on last elec- 
tion day, as to direct the attention 
of right-thinking men _ to the dan- 
gers which are possible through a lax 
administration of the law on the subject of 
the elective franchise. The public have 
heen aroused to the necessity of purifying 
the ballot-box in the most thorough man- 
ner. The safety of life, property and liberty 
is dependent in this country Upon the un 
defiled and: uncorrupt use of the ballot by 
voters and every good citizen has a persona! 
‘nterest in elevating elections to that point. 
ACTION TAKEN IN COLUMBUS. 
Tudge Martin J. Crawford, of the Muscogee 
circuit, in opening the court in Columbus 
for the present term, took oecasion 
to direct the attention of the grand jury to 
the subject of illegal voting and charged 
them fully upon their duty in the premises 
The case in Columbus was stated by the 
Enquirer to be scandalous; “there were 
hundreds of votes to be disposed of:’’ ‘‘bal- 
lots were purchased at all the way from «& 
nickel whisky, warranted to make a drunk 
eome at forty yards, to seventy-five cents.” 
In \ugusta both the News and Chronicle 
gaye full and graphic accounts of the man- 
ner in which voters conducted themselves, 
and how openly they bartered away their 
votes for money and whisky. The tale told 
of election corruption was one of the most 
disgusting character. : 
JUDGE CRAWFORD'S CHARGE 

to the Muscogee grand jury was one of ad- 
mirable force and directness, and it is un- 
derstood that the grand jury is to makea 
full and exhaustive analysis of the legality 
of the votes cast at the recent election. 

Judge Crawford said he could not let such 
flagrant violations of law pass unnoticed. 
It was written that no man should vote 
more than once: at an_ election, and 
the punishment for “repeating,” which was 
a- gross abuse of the elective franchise, 
should be swift.and sure. So, also, when a 
man voted out of his county. The punish- 
ment for such offenses is from one to three 
vears in the penitentiary Every man is 
entitled to His due weight in the selection 
ef those who are to make: and_ those 
who are to execute the laws. When 
these crimes are committed, honest men do 
not have their proper influence in the goy- 
ernment. 

“THERE WAS A TIME,” 

said Judge Crawford, when the state of 
peace and was controlled by aliens, and in 
those days the people might have winked at 
such acts, as they were the only means of 
protection against unscru yulous parties: 
but that day has now passed, and so long as 
Georgians rule the destinies of their own 
state, it is neither necessary nor politic to 
allow sueh acts to become episodes, innu- 
merably repeated, in our constantly recur- 
ring elections. 

Buying or selling a yote, or being concern- 
ed in such a transaction, is also punishable 
by imprisonment in the penitentiary froru 


of crime should be rigidly enforced. Judge 
Crawford said that a citizen who would seil 
his vote was unfit to exercise the elective 
franchise, and the proper course was to con- 
viet him of it, punish him for it, And 


FOREVER DEBAR HIM 


from the exercise of a right he could not, or 
didgnot, repect. The talk of buying and 
selling this great right was the theme pre- 
dominant in every election. The law against 
it should be repealed, or enforeed, and as 
long as it was law the grand juries should 
look to its enforcement. He also charged 
that anyone who voted and had not paid 
his taxes agreeably to law was an illegal 
voter, and all such should be indicted. 

The charge of Judge Crawtord ts said to 
have made a considerable sensation in all 
the counties of his circnit. He is deter- 
mined to put matter squarely -before 
the people, and his success will be a distine- 
tion worthy of soeminent a@ jurist.

«JUDGE CLAIBORNE SNEAD,

A NEW PHASE OF THE LAW. 


. The officers chosen on the Ist day of Jan- 
uary are not at all disturbed by these move- 
ments upon the part of the judiciary. In 
fact, the present attempt by the courts is 
assumed to be for the purpose of develop 
ing the system and extentof /the frauds 
perpetrated upon the ballot-box and to give 
warning that future attempts in this direc- 
tion will be promptly met and punished. 

The truth is, that it is questionable wheth- 
er those who voted without paving taxes in 
the late election are amenable to the law. 
fhe new constitution requires that the 
voter ‘shall have paid ali taxes which may 
hereafter be required of him, and which he 
may have had an opportunity) of paying, 
agreeably to law, except for the year 
of the election.” The “hereafter” men- 
tioned <1s to date from the adoption 
of the new constitution, which was 
en the first Wednesday in December, of 
INs77. The legislature, by an act approved 
December l6th, IS78, changed the fiscal 
year so asto begin on the first day of Octo- 
ber, IS7S, and October Ist gubsequentiyv un- 
til another change. It is claimed that the 
‘tax year corresponds with the fiseal vear. 
and that the only vear “hereafter,” or after 
the adoption of the constitution, was the 
year 1878-9, begining October Ist, 1878, and 
as the taxes for that year were not demand- 
ed — to January Ist, IS7¥, no voter who 
had not paid said tax was an illegal voter. 
This isa question for the courts, and will 
doubtiess be tested there.
